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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that the knob (1 9) of Pierick 
is immovable and can not move relative to the plunger 16/18 and therefore can not be modified by the movable plunger 16 of Ratcliff, the 
Examiner resepectfully disagrees. The knob 1 9 of Pierick slides onto the applicator member 1 6/1 8 and therefore is movable relative to each 
other, the reference of Ratcliff discloses that it was known in the art to use a plunger 1 6 to assist the movement of a material in a cylinder 
chamber 14. Therefore, the references taken as a whole, it would have been obvious to modify Pierick to adopt the plunger arrangement as 
taught by Ratcliff for an assisted material movement.
